Dominion Status. 


That it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to bring the Dominions into closer 
touch. with events of all kind affectin~ the 
Empire is evident by its decision to grant 
full diplomatic eges to the Dominion 
High Commissioners, presumably including 
the High Commissioner of the Free State. 
Only a few short years ago the High Com- 
missioners were regarded as more or less 
ornamental append to the Dominion 
offices in London. had no right to 
go to Court, though they were given the 
privilege as an act of courtesy. Then, on 
the initiative of the Duke of Devonshire, 
they were given precedence after the 
Secretaries of State, and began to rank 
as Ministers representing States. 


The Government's Aim. 


The Government, it is known, is ascer- 
taining the views of the Dominions 
generally regarding matters before the 
League of Nations at Geneva, and it is 
not unlikely that a conference of Dominion 
representatives may be brought together 
to cansider all the necessary points if 
such a conference is desired. The tendency 
in the present Government, undoubtedly, 
is to bring the Dominions into more 
intimate association with the Home 
Government on every point of interest 
to particular Dominions or to the Empire 
in general. 
Eg~ptian Threats. 

Cabinet Ministers are being most care- 
fully safeguarded in view of the threats 
from Egyptian sources, and it was noted 
to-day,’ Sa the Committee of Imperial 
Defence met in Whitehall Gardens, that a 
number of armed detectives were present 
and awaited the departure of the Ministers 
present. When the members of the Com- 
mittee left they walked away in pairs, and 
each couple was closely followed by a 

ard. That the precaution is necessary 
is shown by the fact that further threaten- 
ing letters have been received by Lord 
Allenby and other officials in Egypt. Their 
contents were under consideration at the 
meeting of the. Committee this morning. 


A Maiden Speech. ' 


Captain Duff-Cooper was the recipient 
of many hearty congratulations in the 
Lobby this afternoon on his speech in the 
House last night. Not for years has a 
new member achieved such a success with 
his maiden effort. Voice, delivery, style 
and matter were excellent, though Captain 
Duff-Cooper says. that he was nervous 
when called upon by the Speaker. He 
remarked to-day that he was fortunate 
enough to be thoroughly familiar with 
his subject, since he had been able. to 
give close attention to the Egyptian ques- 
tion for years t. Members generally 
were so charmed with his speech that they 
are hopeful that he will soon speak again, 
and Captain Duff-Cooper is likely to 
oblige them.
